£10,000 reward 
in a bid to solve 
family murders 



SUSPECT: Anxiang Du

POLICE are waiting for the man 
wanted in connection with four 
murders to slip up - and they 
hope a new reward will help 
catch him. 

With the killings of the Ding 
family happening nearly three 
weeks ago, police are still frus¬ 
trated in their hunt for Anxiang 
Du, the most wanted man in 
Britain, who is their prime 
suspect. 

A bounty of £10,000 has been 
offered to help find the killer of 
Jifing ‘Jeff’ Ding, 46, and Helen 
Chui, 47, and their daughters 
Xing ‘Nancy’ Ding, 18, and 
12-year-old, Alice Ding who were 
stabbed to death on the day of 
the Royal wedding at their home 
on Pioneer Close, Simpson 
Manor. 

Authorities do not believe Du 
has left the country, and think 
that he is laying low 


Northamptonshire Police yes¬ 
terday announced that they were 
hoping to catch him once he 
made a mistake, as they believe 
he is working alone. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 
Timmins said: “We have contin¬ 
ued with all our border checks, 
and assuming that he has not 
used a false passport we believe 
him to still be in the country 

“People are motivated by differ¬ 
ent things and we hope that a 
financial incentive will encour¬ 
age someone to tell us when Mr 
Du is hiding. 

“He is a quiet man, and we 
believe a loner, which makes us 
believe that he doesn’t have any 
criminal links. 

“He doesn’t like technology and 
we are working on the assump¬ 
tion that he hasn’t got a mobile 
phone with him.” 

More than 60 officers are work¬ 
ing on the case including a spe¬ 
cialist unit from the Metropolitan

police which deals with the Chinese 
community. Police believe the family 
were killed with a small six inch knife, 
but have still not found the murder 
weapon. 

DS Timmins said: “My objective is to 
build sufficient evidence in order to 
convict the right person of the murders 
of the Ding family and ultimately make 
sure the right person is brought to jus¬ 
tice.” 

Police have already caught Du on 
CCTV in Venebles Street, off the 
Edgware Road in London, where the 
car was found. 

The CCTV shows Du at 2.27am on 
Saturday, April 30 - approximately four 
hours after the confirmed sighting of 
the car at a service station in 
Northampton. 

The reward has been put up by the 
charity Crimestoppers, and it is hoped 
that the money, along with a television 
appeal on next week’s Crimewatch, will 
trigger new information. 

Dave Cording, Crimestoppers’ deputy 
chief executive, said: “This is a heinous 
crime, four members of a family were 
murdered at their home. 

“A reward of up to £10,000 is being 
offered to anyone who can supply us 
with information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the person/s respon¬ 
sible for this crime. 

“Our thoughts are with friends and 
those close with the Ding family after 
this horrific incident. 

“We want to help catch those respon¬ 


sible and we hope that by funding this 
reward we will play a part in securing 
more information to support the police 
investigation.” 


Rewards will only be given out for 
information leading to an arrest and 
conviction through Crimestopppers, 
on 0800 555 111. 


Inquest hears how dad 
tried to revive dead son

AN INQUEST heard how cries of ‘my 
baby, my baby’ rung out around a house 
in Southfields, Northampton, when a 
mother found her 14-month-old baby 
boy dead. 

Helen Scully-Sloan, from Saddlers 
Square, became hysterical after finding 
Travers lames lohn Scully-Sloan’s lifeless 
body in his bed at 5.45am on November 
20 last year. 

When she made this horrific discovery 
she immediately called his father Paul 
lames Scully. 

He went to the boy’s room, who they 
called TJ, and saw his son laying on his 
back and not moving. 

He picked him up and put him on the 
floor while Helen took the other children 
downstairs to watch cartoons. 

He tilted his head back but couldn’t 
open his boy’s mouth as it was so stiff. 

Helen rang 999 and put the emergency 


services on loudspeaker so Paul could 
follow their instructions. As a trained 
First Aider, Paul had already started CPR 
but in his own words found it ‘so hard for 
me as he was my baby but I tried’. 

In his evidence, Paul said: “A paramedic 
called Andrew put his hand on my shoul¬ 
der and said you have done enough, there 
is nothing else you could do for him. 

“I was in a state of shock and running 
on auto-pilot.” 

The inquest at Northampton General 
Hospital, held yesterday, heard the tragic 
evidence behind the death of the tot. 

It heard evidence from Dr Roger 
Malcomson, consultant paediatric and 
perinatal pathologist at Leicester Royal 
Infirmary. 

In his opinion he said the cause of death 
was given as la: Adenorvirus pnenmontis 
complicating, lb: bilateral tonsillitis and 
upper respiratory tract - infection due to 
rhinovirus infection 

Helen described her son, who was born 
on December 16, 2009, as ‘a normal 


happy boy’ and added: “I can’t think of 
any reason why this has happened.” 

She had put him to bed as normal the 
night before at 6pm. 

The last time she saw her son alive was 
at 10.30pm when she fed him some milk. 

Sometime after that he died. 

The inquest heard how paramedic 
Andrew Mills, who attended the scene, 
found TJ ‘cold to the touch’ as rigor mor¬ 
tis had set in. 

In his evidence, Andrew said: “His 
pupils were dilated and they were not 
responsive to light. 

“I tried to open his mouth but it was so 
stiff, it was impossible to open. 

“I gave his parents the sad news it was 
not possible to save the child and any 
attempt would be futile. 

“I walked downstairs and the mum 
(Helen) fell to the floor in tears.” 

Recording a verdict of death by natural 
causes, the coroner, Rodney Haig told 
Helen and Paul: “I give you my sympathy 
for your loss as it is very, very tragic.”

Walking bus starts after lollipop service axed 



Heart disease 
caused death 
of man at 
aquadrome 

A 41-YEAR-OLD, who his part¬ 
ner described as the being the 
life and soul of the party, 
dropped dead at his home in 
Billing Aquadrome just after 
she had gone out. 

An inquest heard yesterday 
how Adrian Williams, who had 
not long returned from work at 
8.30am, died one hour later on 
August 21, 2010. 

Giving evidence Dr A J 
Molyneux, consultant 

Histopathologist at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital, said 
in his medical opinion Mr 
Williams had died due to hyper¬ 
tensive heart disease. 

Mr Williams worked for a 
company called Vital which was 
sub-contracted to do work for 
Network Rail. 

He went home to the static 
caravan at Birdlake Pastures, 
Billing Aquadrome, where he 
lived with his partner Susan 
Peach. 

The couple had met in March 
2008 at the White Swan pub in 
Holcot when a friend of Susan’s 
introduced them. 

Mr Williams, who smoked 40 
cigarettes a day, was overweight 
but was an active person. 

When he returned home one 
of the people at the caravan was 
his friend of three years Mark 
David Welch from Amelias 
Lane, Campbell Park, Milton 
Keynes and was Susan’s son. 

At the time Mr Williams col¬ 
lapsed he was sitting next to 
him on the sofa working on a 
computer. 

Giving evidence he said he 
heard Mr Williams inhale and 
exhale in what he felt sounded 
like a deep sigh. 

At that moment Mr Williams 
slumped forward but as there 
was a footstool in front of him it 
stopped him falling to the floor. 

His breathing became 
laboured and Mark called for an 
ambulance and told his mum, 
who had just got onto the A45 
as she was travelling to 
Northampton, to come home. 

Mark tried to resuscitate Mr 
Williams, as did the paramedic, 
but to no avail. 

Summing up, coroner, Rodney 
Haig, said he was satisfied with 
the postmortem report which 
gave the cause of death as 
hypertensive heart disease. 

He recorded a verdict of death 
by natural causes. 


A PARENT has taken the road 
safety of her children into her own 
hands after a council cut their 
local traffic measures. 

Jeni Neil has started a walking 
bus after Northamptonshire 
County Council axed funding for a 
lollipop lady near Moulton Primary 
School, where she takes her 
children Jessica, 7, and Samuel, 6. 

Calls for the council to put in a 
zebra crossing at Church Hill have 
fallen on deaf ears, which have 
resulted in the formation of an 
unofficial walking bus. 

Ms Neil said: “The road near the 
school is quite dangerous and 
narrow. I’ve been clipped several 
times walking on the path there by 
wing mirrors. 

“Since we lost our lollipop lady, 
the council hasn’t been 
forthcoming with getting a zebra 
crossing so we applied to the 
county council to set up a walking 
bus route. But after approaching 
them, they told us that the 
department that used to arrange 
these things no longer exists as 
part of the cuts.” 

With no official backing from the 
county council, the parents cannot 
get the relevant road safety 
training and therefore aren’t able 
to get the right liability insurance. 

But that hasn’t stopped the 
parents from taking matters into 
their own hands. Ms Neil said: “We

A SINGLE mother and her friend 
have been jailed after using a 
friend’s son in a court ordered 
DNA test to prevent her ex from 
seeing their boy. 

Amie Burn, 20, from Waypost 
Court, Northampton, had told 
former boyfriend Glen Johnson he 
was not the father of their two- 
year-old child, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
Northampton Crown Court heard 
last Friday. 

During family court proceedings 
last year a DNA test was ordered in 
order to prove the paternity of the 
child. 

It was then that Burn offered to

Burn also admit¬ 
ted being guilty to perjury - lying 
under oath. 

Sentencing Burn, Judge Richard 
Bray said: “When a DNA test was 
arranged, you deliberately 
arranged for your co-defendant to 
take a different child to take the 
test. 

“You continued to maintain dur¬ 
ing proceedings that the child who 
took the test was yours and Mr 
Johnson was not the boy’s father. 

“This was deliberate fraud and 
attempting to pervert the course of

justice. A father has a right to see his 
child and a child a right to know his 
father.

Sentencing Hardy, from Kettering 
Road, Northampton, to three-and- 
a-half months, Judge Bray said: 

“I have to sentence you for the 
part you played in this decep¬ 
tion. 

“Without you it could not have 
happened and you allowed your¬ 
self to be paid £100 for taking your 
child to the DNA test, knowing it 
was going to be used in court.”

There could be benefits to HS2 


JACK Rickard (H&P letters, May 5) 
thinks we should use old rail lines 
rather than build HS2. 

Why an ‘either/or’ situation? 

It is a strange phenomenon of 
Government that vast sums like £20 
billion can be found for something 
like cross-rail whilst £5,000 for a sta¬ 
tion improvement cannot be found. 
Turn down HS2 and it is probable 
funding will not be diverted. 

Government projects have always 
been very expensive. 

If HS2 were to be a standalone proj¬ 
ect it would be questionable. 

Even then diverting London- 
Birmingham traffic from WCML 
(West Coast Main Line) would allow 
increased and better services from 
places like Northampton. 

Despite contrary claims, the Stop 
HS2 has a strong ‘nimby’ element. 

Before dispelling ignorance on HS2, 



I will briefly discuss re-opening lines. 
Cases for re-opening are extremely 
varied. 

The East-West virtually demands to 
be re-opened whilst others are in 
fantasy land. 

Sometimes the state of the original 
trackbed is badly deteriorated or 
even non-existent. 

Other campaigns have strong cre¬ 
dentials. 

Those in Northampton are aware of 
the link to Bedford. 

While there is no business case for 
travel to Bedford itself, there many 


positive advantages: linking WMCL 
with MML (Midland Mainline): a link 
to Luton Airport: an alternative and 
diversionary route to London. 

HS2 will initially link with WCML 
and extensions to Manchester and 
Leeds are planned. 

Some talk of eventually going to 
Scotland. 

Southwards there is real interest in 
linking with HS1. 

Passengers could go to the 
Continent from the Midlands and 
North without having to visit 
London. 

We already know it is possible to 
reach Euston from Northampton in 
45 minutes. With traffic diverted onto 
HS2 this could be regular. Projections 
suggest that the number of trains 
could increase by 50 per cent.

T HE election results on May 5 
were a loud and clear 
message from the people of 
Northampton.

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Services fail 
to spot signs 
of baby abuse

SOCIAL services and Northamptonshire 
Police are among the authorities 
slammed after they failed to spot life 
threatening injuries to a baby which 
suffered months of abuse. 

A serious case review into the injuries 
sustained by a tot from Northampton, 
who is simply referred to as Child F, 
revealed that a number of agencies did 
not spot the abuse on the eight month 
old, instead believing the bruising was 
being caused by an illness. 

Doctors, who had the case referred to 
them by Northants social services, 
believed that bruises were caused by 
Acute Haemorrhagic Oedema in Infancy. 

However, later X-rays and CAT scans 
revealed that the child actually had a 
fractured skull and fractured knee. 

The baby had been seen by medical 
professionals nine times before an 
Emergency Protection Order took the 


child into care in March 2009. Doctors 
now realise that the injuries were proba¬ 
bly caused by abuse and not illness, with 
the earliest case taking place when child 
F was only three weeks old. 

The report suggests that communica¬ 
tion between medical professionals and 
social services was poor and that the 
police failed to follow up complaints of 
assault on the child. 

It also states that often professionals 
made assumptions that were never veri¬ 
fied. 

A Serious Case Review is held when a 
child has died, sustained a potentially life 
threatening injury, or has been seriously 
harmed which gives rise to concern 
about the way in which local profession¬ 
als and services worked together to safe¬ 
guard and promote the welfare of 
children. 

The report has issued eight recommen¬ 
dations to the local services which have 
been implemented since it was written in 
August 2010.

THE way rubbish and recycling is 
collected in and around Northampton is 
set to change next month. 

Northampton Borough Council has 
teamed up with Daventry District 
Council in a new partnership between 
the two authorities and Enterprise 
Managed Services Ltd to provide waste 
management in the region and also save 
money. 

They will share back office and man¬ 
agement functions for these services and 
make significant financial savings while 
providing high quality effective local 
services. 

Under the new arrangements, waste 
and recycling collections will now take 
place six-days a week, Monday to 
Saturday, across both areas. 

This means that collection days will 
change for many people. 

Brown bins will be collected fortnightly 
in Northampton and most residents in 
the borough will be able to put out all 
their recyclables, whatever the material, 
every week. 

New collections for recyclables that 
have not been collected before, such as 
foil, cartons, mixed plastics, batteries 
and reading glasses, will also be 
launched across Northampton. In 
September a new food waste collection 
service will be launched.

deliver high-quality services for people 
across the area. 

“We also expect to see real benefits to 
the environment as we work together to 
recycle more.” 

Enterprise will be responsible for 
delivering and improving services 
including household waste and 
recycling, street cleaning, parks cemeter¬ 
ies and grounds maintenance. 

Martin Joyce, managing director of the 
Government Division of Enterprise, said: 
“We are delighted to have won this new 
contract. 

“The innovative approaches we have 
agreed with the partnership will deliver 
considerable benefits to the residents 
and businesses in Daventry and 
Northampton.

Police learn lessons from 



A SPECIAL session has been held to help police 
understand how a series of what appear to be low 
level incidents can have a massive impact on people’s 
lives. Scenes were acted out at the University of 
Northampton this week as part of a new training 
programme. Stella Moore, whose daughter Tania was 
killed in 2004, was also on hand to offer her advice. 
LAWRENCE JOHN went along to find out more. 


REAL life scenarios are giving police 
officers in Northamptonshire the 
opportunity to identify victims of 
crime who could be at serious risk. 

The force is one of the first in the 
country to take a lead in this learning 
process and is working with Greater 
Manchester and the Metropolitan 
Police in London to share this 
information. 

One of the classroom lessons which 
officers had this week was being spoken 
to by Stella Moore whose 26-year-old 
daughter, Tania, was killed in 2004 after 
police officers in Derbyshire failed to 
realise the seriousness of the harass¬ 
ment she was suffering. 

Tania’s killer, Mark Dyche, was 
sentenced to 30 years in jail for this 
horrific crime. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post after 
talking to police officers, Stella said 
what had happened to her daughter was 
a catalogue of disasters. 

She said: “They (police officers on the 
course) were definitely listening to what 
I had to say and some were affected by 
what I said. 


“Then again some might have said 
that happened in 2004 and why are we 
being slated for something which 
happened then and for something we 
did not do. 

“I don’t want them (the police) to 
become complacent, they need to listen 
to the victim and it (the crime) should 
be dealt with correctly. 

“They treated it (Tania’s problems) as 
domestic violence but I kept saying she 
is being stalked and followed but they 
labelled it under domestic violence. 

“After Tania was murdered I was so 
hardened I could not cry. It was only my 
anger which kept me going. I obtained a 
solicitor and made an official complaint 
and in the end they (Derbyshire Police) 
settled out of court.” 

Since the trial, Stella has had been put 
under police surveillance as her life had 
been threatened by Dyche. 

Giving her thoughts of what she felt 
the day had given her, she said: “I think 
it was a chance to stand in front of some 
officers and speak to them. 

“With this training it will allow them to 
learn a lot.” As part of the training

course on Tuesday, officers played out a 
number of scenarios with students 
aiming to become PCSOs portraying 
the victims. 

These situations were based on real 
cases, one of them being what hap¬ 
pened to Tania. This gave officers a 
chance to speak to victims, get the right 
information, ensure a risk assessment 
was carried out and a safety plan put 
in place. 

Afterwards the officers answered 


questions on why they made the deci¬ 
sions they did. One of the officers 
involved in the training was Inspector 
Dennis Murray. 

He said the scenarios gave officers the 
chance to put into action the knowledge 
they had learnt and it allowed them to 
speak to assessors to find out what they 
did well, what they missed and what 
needs to be improved. 

Insp Murray said: “We are one of the 
first forces to do this and are working 


with Greater Manchester Police and the 
Metropolitan Police in London so this 
could benefit police forces nationally. 

“The scenarios have triggers built in 
them which we can see if the officers 
pick up on and see if they place the 
case as high risk. 

“We are not saying anyone is bad, 
rather that there is a one in a thousand or 
one in a million chance this could turn 
into what Stella has gone through and we 
want to prevent that from happening.”

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Open verdict after man’s 
body found under viaduct

A FORMER student at the 
University of Northampton who 
suffered from mental health 
issues was found dead under the 
Harringworth Viaduct. 

A resumed inquest at Kettering 
Magistrates Court on Thursday 
heard the circumstances behind 
how Simon Thomas Munro 
Fraser came to be discovered lay¬ 
ing on Seaton Road on 
September 12, 2010. 

The 33-year-old had a psychi¬ 
atric history like his father, who 
had been diagnosed with bipolar 
disease 40 years ago, but kept this 
under control with medication. 

The court heard how Mr Fraser 
had been a voluntary patient at St 
Andrew’s Hospital in 
Northampton in 2004 where he 
had been treated for depression. 

After three months of treatment 
his condition improved. 

It seemed this new episode was 
sparked following the birth of his 
daughter Holly in 2009. When she 
was born she was deprived of oxy¬ 
gen and this resulted in her being 
diagnosed with cerebral palsy. 

The first signs of his anxiety 
came in April 2010 when he went 
to see Dr Ian Sanderson at The 
Lofthouse Surgery in Wakefield. 

During the next few months Mr 
Fraser, who lived in Leeds, com¬ 
plained of being under stress and 


of feeling anxious due to caring 
for a disabled child with his part¬ 
ner Cherece Snook and felt under 
pressure at work. 

At the initial consultation Mr 
Fraser was signed off work for two 
weeks and given a course of anti¬ 
depressants. 

When he was reviewed two 
weeks later he had improved and 
was keen to return to work. 

But then he was hit by further 
depressive bouts and anxiety 
which lifted and returned. 

It got so bad for Mr Fraser that 
in fuly 2010 he was refusing to eat 
food as he thought it was poi¬ 
soned and an appointment was 
booked for him at St Andrew’s 
Hospital in Northampton but he 
failed to attend. 

As part of his treatment he 
received a visit from the South 
Leeds Community Mental Health 
Team who assessed him. 

At the inquest, the court heard 
from Peter Colton, operations risk 
control co-ordinator with 
Network Rail. He explained how 
he was asked to study the possibil¬ 
ity for someone to accidentally fall 
from the viaduct down to the road. 

Mr Colton said it was very diffi¬ 
cult to reach the rail track on the 
viaduct. He pointed out the para¬ 
pet wall was three foot high 
which would have made it very 
difficult for someone to climb on. 

Mr Fraser was found under arch 
59 which would have meant he 


had to walk a third of the way 
across the viaduct. 

Giving her evidence, his mother 
Ralli Fraser, who lives in Hallaton, 
said she first noticed her son was 
acting strangely on a visit to her 
when he refused to eat or drink 
anything. She said he was looking 
in the Yellow Pages for a hospital 
to look after Cherece and his 
daughter and he felt he could not 
look after them. 

As a result the family arranged 
for him to see a psychiatrist at St 
Andrew’s Hospital - the one he 
did not attend. 

It was while staying with his 
mother on September 11 that he 
disappeared. He went out in the 
morning at 8.15am and by 10am 
he had not returned. 

His mum called Cherece to ask 
if he was with her or if she knew 
where he was. 

It was on Sunday the police found 
his car and his body near the 
viaduct. They then called on Ralli 
Fraser to tell her that her son was 
dead. 

In her evidence Mrs Fraser said: 
“I don’t think enough was done to 
help Simon. 

“I think it would have been very 
hard for him to take his own life. 

“One of Cherece’s friends had 
killed herself and Simon said he 
would never do that as the soul 
would not rest.” 

Coroner Anne Pember recorded 
an open verdict.

Sarah’s upset as gift for 
her sister goes missing

A WOMAN has slammed Royal 
Mail over its sorting office in 
Crow Lane after she claims it lost 
a parcel she sent by Recorded 
Delivery. 

Sarah Collett, who lives in 
London, sent a birthday present 
to her sister-in-law, Juliet, in 
Northampton on November 22 
last year ahead of her birthday on 
the 24th. 

Having read the recent reports 
in the Herald & Post about post 
going missing in Towcester, Sarah 
emailed the paper to let us know 
about her problem. 

She said: “She was away at the 
time and could not collect it in 
the allotted seven days and she 
went to the Northampton sorting 
office collect it on the eighth day. 

“She was told by a woman there, 
who didn’t even look for the par¬ 
cel, that her seven days were up 
yesterday and the parcel will not 
be here, it will be sent back to the 
originating office. 

“My sister-in-law asked her to 
check and she said there is no 
point as it won’t be here so she 
didn’t even look for it. 

“My sister-in-law told me of this 
and I found the receipt and 
looked online to see where the 
parcel might be. 

“As it was on the run-up to 
Christmas it took me a while to 



find the receipt in the many I had 
received and when I logged onto 
the system it told me that the par¬ 
cel had been collected from the 
Northampton sorting office on 
December 18. 

“I was very confused by this 
information as after seven days it 
should be returned to the origi¬ 
nating office. 

“Also you have to have the card 
to collect a parcel which my sis¬ 
ter-in-law still had.” 

Sarah rang Royal Mail and the 
company told her the parcel had 
been collected from the sorting 
office on December 18 by D 
Bennett which is nothing like her 
sister-in-law’s name. 

This year on February 2, cus¬ 
tomer service adviser Amanda 
Huntley replied to her but Sarah 
felt the letter was very confusing 
and did not address the issue. 

After another six weeks Sarah 
received a letter from customer 
services adviser, Mark Cooper. 

Sarah said: “Basically the (his) 


letter didn’t answer any questions 
I had asked them and said I 
couldn’t claim for jewellery 
(worth £22) and sorry about this, 
here is a book of six First class 
stamps. 

“As you can imagine it is not the 
money I want to get back as it was 
not much. I want to know what 
has gone on at the Northampton 
sorting office as something is not 
right, and nobody is answering 
any questions about it.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: 
“We are always concerned to hear 
of any complaints regarding our 
services and have an extremely 
fair and efficient process for han¬ 
dling these and we apologise for 
the difficulty the customer has 
experienced on this occasion. 

“If we find our delivery network 
has failed to deliver the service 
purchased, we seek to provide 
appropriate compensation for 
the service used. 

“Although we are unable to offer 
a full explanation as to what hap¬ 
pened in this instance, the cus¬ 
tomer has been compensated in 
line with the service used. 

“To ensure that the handling of 
complaints is dealt with fairly we 
established The Postal Review 
Panel, a team that sits outside of 
Royal Mail Customer Services. 

“The panel’s role is to impartial¬ 
ly review the handling of com¬ 
plaints where customers feel this 
is necessary.”

A TOWCESTER ranger is set to 
race the train from Edinburgh to 
London to pay back the help 
given to his sister who is fighting 
cancer. 

Dave Gill is aiming to cycle 400 
plus miles from Edinburgh 
Waverley Station to London 
Euston in under 29 hours to raise 
money for Cancer Research UK in 
June. 

The 32-year-old, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the A5 Rangers Cycle Club 
in Towcester, decided to take up 
this challenge following the ill¬ 
ness of his sister, Ruth, who was 
25 in 2010 when she was told she 
had cancer. 

Her treatment involved the 
removal of a lung and half her 
diaphragm as well as radiotherapy. 

Mr Gill explained since her 
operation everything is fine and it 
all seems to be a success. 

As she received a lot of help and 
support from Cancer Research 
UK he feels he would like to give 
something back to the charity. 

He said: “The mental challenge 
will be the hardest one as once I 
start I know I will have hundreds 
of miles to go. 

“I am doing a lot of riding to 
prepare for the event and will be 
aiming for targets along the route 


such as reaching the next city or 
town on route. 

“I have a schedule and I will have 
two support crews to help me. 

“One will take me to Leeds and 
the other after that. 

“Then they will both meet up 
when we get to London.” 

Mr Gill’s challenge is to start his 
ride from Edinburgh Waverley 
Station at the same time as the 
first train of the day leaves for 
London, which should be at 


1.20am. He will then cycle 
through the day and aims to 
arrive in the capital before the last 
train of the next day; the 11.40pm 
arrives in Euston station at about 
6.38am. 

Mr Gill, who works for Network 
Rail, has so far raised £1,757 but is 
hoping the final amount will be 
between £2,000 and £4,000.

REVIEW 

HAMLET! THE MUSICAL 

Royal Theatre, Northampton 

Until Saturday May 21 

IT’S silly, it’s sung, it’s stuffed with off- 
the-wall ideas and gags. Not your aver¬ 
age Hamlet then... 

Royal & Derngate picked up this little 
gem of eccentricity at the Edinburgh 
Fringe Festival last year and are giving it 
the full-scale production it so thorough¬ 
ly merits. 

Claiming to have rediscovered 
Shakespeare’s miserable tragedy as the 
musical comedy it was always meant to 
be, writers Alex Silverman, Timothy 
Knapman and Edward faspers have 
assembled a six-strong cast and 
six-strong band to create a relentlessly¬ 
paced frenzy of laughs, puns and sheer 


stupidity, while somehow retaining all 
the essential elements of the story. 

Thus we get Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern as a couple of puppet¬ 
sized American college brats, Laertes as 
the (randomly) Spanish-obsessed broth¬ 
er whose jealousy of Ophelia’s reputa¬ 
tion reveals itself in a fiery tango num¬ 
ber, and the strolling players as a jaded 
troupe of Bob Fosse wannabes in 
sequins and bowler hats. 

The numbers are mainly pastiche digs 
at various styles of musical theatre, from 
Lloyd Webber to Sondheim, with a rous¬ 
ing audience singalong finale, To Be or 
Not to Be, thrown in for good measure. 

An ingenious, cartoonish set design 
(Diego Pitarch) and some imaginative 
costumes (Mia Flodquist) all add to the 
echoes of Spamalot, which are ever¬ 
present and only reinforced by the 
slightly odd decision to replace the final 


sword fight with a fish-slapping 
encounter using giant herrings - pure 
Monty Python c. 1972. 

But any shortcomings in the rather 
wordy script and convoluted score are 
compensated for by the performers, 
who are immensely versatile and 
blessed with strong voices (though too 
often drowned in the mix). 

Mark Inscoe gives a stand-out per¬ 
formance doubling Claudius and the 
Ghost, while Gabriel Vick 
(Laertes/Guildenstern) reveals assured 
comic timing and an energy that is 
reflected throughout the company. 

It may still have the feel of the Fringe 
about it, but this is a highly enjoyable 
romp through the Bard that explores 
one of the English language’s greatest 
tragedies with all the silliness and irrev¬ 
erence it deserves.

Author Tom lifts the lid 
on the life of Burton 


INTERVIEW 

THE LEGENDARY actor 
Richard Burton used to live in 
Northampton. 

For many this will be a 
showbusiness revelation to 
find out the famous Welsh 
actor and former Hollywood 
heart throb resided in town. 

He was here in the late 1940s 
for about six/seven months 
when he lived in Park Avenue 
with his then girlfriend Sybil 
Williams - who became the 
first Mrs Burton in 1949 - her 
sister Elise Newell and her 
husband Eddie Newell. 

This interesting highlight is 
one of the many facts which 
burst out in a new book called 
And God Created Burton. 

It is written by Tom 
Rubython, from Castle Ashby, 
who even got 20 villagers 
involved to help him read the 
proofs. 

Tom said he was told various 
accounts about Burton’s time 
in the town from people who 
remember drinking with him. 

They also told him how he 
would have gone to Franklin’s 



Gardens to watch the Saints 
and even went to away games 
on the supporters coach. 

This is Tom’s first book in the 
entertainment world follow¬ 
ing his works on Ayrton Senna 
and latterly James Hunt. 

The idea for his latest piece 
came about from the James 
Hunt biography as his former 
wife Suzy Hunt became 
Burton’s third wife. 

Tom believed there was 


another story to be told and a 
detailed account of Burton’s 
life and death emerged. 

In Tom’s opinion Burton was 
the greatest Welshman ever 
who was passionate about 
Wales and believes a re¬ 
assessment of the actor’s life 
will start following this book. 

He backed this up by saying: 
“I guess it took six/seven 
months to write. 

“I did have a team of 
researchers but this was 
working seven days a week. 

“I did get very wrapped up 
in it and very focused. 

“I think Burton’s legacy is 
now being looked at, nearly 
30 years after his death. 

“I know a mini series for 
American television will come 
from this book. 

“There is quite a lot of inter¬ 
est and I am keen to see how 
his legacy is developed.” 

Tom said he never aimed for 
the book to balloon to 61 
chapters but he said he would 
never have fitted it into any¬ 
thing less. 

In the book Tom tells the 
story of when the actor went 


back to his home village of 
Pontrhydyfen in 1953 after 
conquering Hollywood. 

He was talking to his father 
‘Die’ (Richard ‘Die’ Walter) 
and told him Hollywood had 
paid him £50,000 for a role in 
a film. 

His father asked again how 
much and Richard told him it 
was actually £150,000 and 
asked him ‘What for?

Myler puts Cardiff clash

D URING his rugby league 
days, Stephen Myler would 
always tune in to watch 
games like the Heineken Cup 
final.

Myler (pictured) is keen to put 
the disappointment of last week¬ 
end’s defeat in the Aviva Premier¬ 
ship semi-finals away to local 
rivals Leicester Tigers behind him 
by claiming the club’s first 
Heineken Cup title for 11 years. 

He said: “We’d love to be in that 
Premiership final, but what the 


lads do know is that we’ve got 80 
minutes of rugby left this season 
and it’s going to take all of our 
efforts for 80 minutes to beat 
Leinster. 

“They are a great side and we 
are under no illusions, so we 
have just got to go all out to get 
that win.” 

When he steps out onto the 
field, Myler’s opposing number 
ten is likely to be Ireland interna¬ 
tional Jonathan Sexton - rated by 
many as the best fly half in 
Europe. 

And while Myler acknowledges 
Sexton’s strengths, he is well 
aware the Saints cannot focus on 
just one player. 

He said: “He’s a good player and 
has obviously had a lot of success 
recently. Leinster have done 
really well and he is a part of that. 

“By the same token, they have 
got quality players across the 
team that we are fully aware of, 
and so have we. 

“I think it’s important for us to 
realise they are a team of 15 and 
it’s the same for us. We’ve got to 
work hard this weekend to nullify 
all of them. 

“It will be a difficult battle on 
Saturday, but one that we are 
very much looking forward to.”

BEN FODEN 

B EN Foden has some good 
memories from his last 
visit to the Millennium 
Stadium. That was in an England 
shirt when they got their 
ultimately successful 2011 Six 
Nations campaign off to a fine 
start with a 26-19 victory over 
Wales. 

Three months on, the full back 
returns to Cardiff with 
Northampton Saints where he 
hopes to create some more good 
memories by helping the side 
carry off the Heineken Cup. 

Standing in their way of claim¬ 
ing European club rugby’s top 
prize are Irish giants Leinster, 
and Foden is determined not to 
let the chance of glory slip 
through his fingers. 

“This final is an absolutely 
massive game for the Saints - in 
fact it is as big as you get playing 
for your club,” he said. 

“We all know the Heineken Cup 
is like football’s Champions 
League and to be crowned the 
Kings of Europe is such a huge 
honour. 

“You are unlikely to get many 
chances like this in your career - 
any number of players will never 
be lucky enough to be in this posi¬ 
tion - so you have to make the 
most of the chance when it comes. 

“Although players like Brian 
O’Driscoll and Gordon D’Arcy 
have done it all before, we are a 
young and inexperienced side in 


terms of a major competition of 
this size and importance. We will 
have to be right at top of our 
game if we want to win the 
Heineken Cup but, on the 
neutral ground of the 
Millennium Stadium, we have to 
fancy our chances.” 

Leinster may be going into the 
match as the bookies’ favourites 
after ousting defending champi¬ 
ons Toulouse, but the Saints 
came into the knockout stages as 
number one seeds after topping 
Pool One with six wins from six 
matches. 

Ulster and Perpignan were then 
brushed aside in the quarter and 
semi-finals respectively, setting 
up a showdown with a side 
bidding for their second 
Heineken Cup title in three years. 

Foden said: “We knew after the 
pool stage that we had put 


ourselves in a brilliant position 
for a home quarter-final, and 
then possibly the same in semi¬ 
finals, but now all the focus is on 
the final against Leinster and the 
chance for silverware. 

“We like to play a wide game 
and all the signs are saying that it 
is going to be a brilliant spectacle 
not only for the fans of the two 
sides but also for the neutrals at 
the game. 

“However, Leinster are one of 
the true greats in European 
club rugby, they are flying high 
and they are playing great 
rugby. 

“We saw their semi-final 
against Toulouse and that was 
one hell of a game. 

“We all know how huge this 
match is for everyone involved 
with the Saints and that includes 
our fans.”

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HEINEKEN CUP FINAL 2011 



JIM MALLINDER 

J IM Mallinder spent little time 
dwelling on his side’s failure to 
make the Aviva Premiership 
final. After all, the Northampton 
Saints director of rugby has a 
Heineken Cup final to prepare his 
team for. 

The semi-final defeat at Leicester 
Tigers had plenty of talking points, 
notably the sin binning of the home 
side’s Manu Tuilagi when many felt 
he should have been sent off for 
punching Chris Ashton three times. 

But after reviewing the video of the 
match, Mallinder refocused his 
attention on this weekend’s winner- 
takes-all showdown in Cardiff where 
Leinster stand between the Saints 
and European glory. 

“It was quite easy to move on and I 
think my appraisal straight after the 
game was confirmed just watching 
and reviewing it,” said Mallinder. 

“It was close, the carding was a big 
incident, but the close decisions 
didn’t go our way. 

“People talk about us not getting 
on the front foot or not winning 
much ball, but if we had got a few of 
those forward passes not pulled up 
then little things in the game would 
have changed the complexion of it. 

“We put that away and the thing 
clearly now in my mind is that if we 
were still in the final, followed by a 
Premiership final, we would have 
other things in our minds. 

“We’ve only got one thing in our 
minds now, and that’s Saturday at 
five o’clock. 

“It will be a completely different 
challenge to the week just gone. It’s 
fairly clear to everybody that 
Leinster like to play a little bit more, 
they like a quicker tempo game. 

“They’ve got some strong forwards, 
but they’re equally as strong out 
wide and they’re very keen on using 
the backs, particularly from first 
phase. 

“We know we’re going to be 
stretched at times, we know we’re 
going to be put under pressure, but 
we’ve said that this season against 
the other big sides and we’ve come 
through.” 

There has been much speculation 


as to whether or not Leinster’s talis- 
manic centre Brian O’Driscoll will 
play after he limped off during their 
Magners League play-off victory 
over Ulster last Friday. 

However, Mallinder fully expects 
Ireland’s record appearance holder 
to feature and noted that they also 
brought off several other big names 
during that match as precautionary 
measures. Whether or not O’Driscoll 
gets the nod will not be known until 
the teams are confirmed for 
Saturday, but there is one player 
who will definitely not be involved 
and that is Saints flanker Tom Wood. 

Wood has failed to recover from a 


hairline fracture in his leg, despite 
resorting to sleeping in an oxygen 
tent in a bid to be involved, and 
Mallinder revealed the final had 
come one week too soon for the 
24-year-old. 

He said: “It’s a big blow, but I think 
you get to this stage of the season 
and you’ve got to see where you’ve 
gone, the games you have played 
and if somebody told you that, out 
of the full squad, you’d only have 
one player out then you would prob¬ 
ably have taken it. 

“I think we’re in good shape. 
Without doubt it was a physical, 
intense battle on Saturday and I 


thought our defensive performance 
was outstanding. 

“But we’ve got a fit squad, the lads 
are used to playing every week and 
just watching them train the last 
couple of days you wouldn’t think 
that it’s the end of the season or that 
they are tired.”. 

Northampton have won a trophy 
every year since Mallinder took over 
as director of rugby in 2007 and 
Saturday represents their last chance 
to clinch some silverware this 
season. 

That is a record that he is no doubt 
keen to keep going and he is not 
even contemplating what would 


happen should his side come away 
from Cardiff as runners-up. 

He said: “You’ve always got to have 
a winner and a loser, and we’re not 
daft enough to think otherwise. 

“We’ve had a good season - you 
talk about learning lessons and you 
talk about the experiences of playing 
in big games, and we do know that 
we have got a squad who will be 
together next year, building on 
whatever happens. 

“I guess you’d draw out as 
many positives as you could, but 
there’s only one thing for us and it 
either makes our summer or 
breaks it.” 


Hartley to use pain of defeat 
as a springboard to success

L AST Saturday’s defeat in the Aviva 
Premiership semi-finals may still 
hurt deep down for Dylan Hartley, 
but the Northampton Saints skipper is 
looking to use that to help power his 
side to European glory. 

The 11-3 loss against old rivals Leicester 
Tigers at Welford Road meant that the 
Saints missed out on a place in the 
Twickenham final for the second year in a 
row. 

That means that this Saturday’s 
Heineken Cup final against Leinster at 
the Millennium Stadium takes on even 
more significance, as it will come to 
define whether this season is ultimately 
deemed successful. 

“We bowed out last year in the semis so 
we were disappointed with that, but 
we’ve got to use that passion and hurt to 
go to Cardiff this weekend and convert 
that into silverware,” said Hartley. 

“Physically it took me about two days 
[to get over it], mentally I’m still a bit dis¬ 
appointed and hurt, but no-one likes 
losing to Leicester - especially us. 

“If you want to look at the weekend, it 
was obviously disappointing but we 


were fighting on two fronts. At least this 
weekend we can just say ‘this is our last 
game’, put everything into it and don’t 
leave anything to chance.” 

Hartley has established himself as 
England’s first choice hooker in 
the last 18 months and is all but certain 
to be involved when they head to his 
ancestral home of New Zealand for the 
World Cup in the autumn. 

Having earned 28 caps for the national 
side, the 25-year-old believes that 
Heineken Cup rugby is the ultimate 
proving ground at club level for players. 

Hartley said: “It’s as close as you can 
get and for players wanting to go on the 
plane to a World Cup then this is the 
place to hold your hand up. 

“You do have to go up a gear but it’s 
just something that happens, it’s the 
occasion. 

“I think emotionally you have to up 
it, but in terms of playing you just 
stick to what you have been doing all 
season. 

“We haven’t really changed much in 
terms of that - we do the basics well, 
look to gain dominance up front... and 
take our chances when we have got 
them.”

SOANE TONGA’UIHA 

S OANETonga’uiha’s form has 
seen him nominated for this 
year’s European Player of the 
Season award. But as far as he is 
concerned, winning that would 
count for nothing if Northampton 
Saints fail to lift the Heineken Cup 
on Saturday. 

Nonetheless the quietly-spoken 
prop was honoured to have even 
been nominated, although he 
admitted that he had not even been 
aware he was amongst the five play¬ 
ers named until his team-mates 
kindly pointed it out to him. 

“I hadn’t actually seen it, they 
found out and they have stuck 
posters around and given me stick 
for it,” Tonga’uiha said after taking 
some not so gentle ribbing from his 
fellow Northampton players. 

“This recognition is for what the 
whole pack have done as an eight and 
I don’t know how I came out on top. 


“It’s an achievement but it wouldn’t 
mean much if we don’t win on 
Saturday. 

“If I was to get one or the other I 
would choose a win on Saturday and 
not the player of the tournament.” 

Tonga’uiha and fellow Saints front 
rowers Dylan Hartley and Brian 
Mujati spearhead what has become 
one of the most feared packs in 
Europe, and on Saturday they will 
lock horns with an equally danger¬ 
ous Leinster front eight at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium. 

Immediately opposite them at the 
scrums are likely to be Mike Ross, 
Richardt Strauss and Cian Healy, 
while the likes of Nathan Hines and 
famie Heaslip also make Leinster’s 
forwards a unit not to be taken 
lightly. 

Neither should Northampton’s, 
and Tonga’uiha has warned them 
not to expect any quarter to be given 
by him or his colleagues in the 
green, black and gold when it comes 


to the set pieces. He said: “We’ll be 
focusing on getting on top of them 
set piece wise, especially in the 
scrum, but it’s not going to take 40, 
50 or 60 minutes as it has through¬ 
out the group stages and the knock¬ 
out stages. 

“Leinster are a team that is going 
to stick with us the whole way and if 
we get on top of them it will only be 
in the last five or ten minutes. 

“The way they have been going, 
they have been on form from day 
one and that is something we have 
had a look at. 

“They will be one of the top teams 
we have come up against, but our 


pack especially like the challenge 
that has been laid for us. 

“They’ve got some great ball carri¬ 
ers in their pack and they like to do 
their set piece well. 

“That’s something we pride our¬ 
selves on and I think it will be a 
good match-up.” 

The strength of the Saints pack is a 
large part of the success that lim 
Mallinder’s side have enjoyed in 
recent years, and the front three 
have been given many plaudits for 
their work. 

What is the secret behind it 
though? “It’s working hard for each 
other,” explained Tonga’uiha. 


“Courtney Lawes gets mentioned 
for other things out in the loose, but 
Christian Day puts in a lot of work 
and even when he is cramping up 
he still wants to be in their pushing 
in the scrum. 

“Once we’ve got that dominance in 
the scrum it spreads out to the 
whole game and out into the loose, 
and we’re all enjoying that. 

“But the second you go back into 
the scrum you tend to go back into 
your shell and you don’t want to be 
out there playing. 

“That’s what we have got to try and 
do - get on top of their scrum and 
enjoy it.”

L EINSTER are bidding to win the 
Heineken Cup for the second time in 
three years, but there is also an extra 
motivation for them to succeed. 

Victory would put them level on the 
number of triumphs in the competition 
with bitter rivals Munster, who failed to 
qualify for the knockout stages of this 
year’s tournament. 

During the amateur era, the Dublin- 
based side won the old Irish Inter- 
Provincial Championship 22 times and 
were winners of the inaugural Celtic 
League in 2002.

FORMULA ONE 

JENSON Button has hailed the new 
£27million ‘Silverstone Wing’ a success 
that will boost the Northamptonshire 
circuit as one of the best in the world. 

The former Formula One world 
champion joined other legends of 
motorsport, including Sir Stirling Moss, 
Sir Jackie Stewart, Nigel Mansell, David 
Coulthard and Valentino Rossi, at the 
venue for this season’s British Grand 
Prix for the official unveiling of the ultra¬ 
modern facility on Tuesday. 

“I’m really pleased with what I’ve seen,” 
said Button. “They’ve done a fabulous job, 
this place is enormous. This is what was 
needed, and it’s certainly going to help 
with the show for this year’s British Grand 
Prix. 

He added: “For me this takes it up to 
being the best circuit in the world in 
terms of the race circuit itself and the 
facilities. The whole of the United 
Kingdom, and whoever is a fan of motor 
racing, should be very proud of this 
place.” 

While Formula One supremo Bernie 
Ecclestone was absent he sent a 
personal message, which read: ‘The new 
pit and paddock complex is a state-of- 
the-art facility and will form the 
backbone of Silverstone’s plans to be a 
world class facility of its type. I am 
delighted with the progress and 
prospects for the future of Silverstone.’

AFTER failing to finish 11 days ago in 
Turkey, Paul di Resta is looking to get back 
into the points when the 2011 Formula 
One season moves onto Spain this 
weekend. 

The Force India driver took two tenth 
place finishes in his first two races, but 
came 11th in China and then suffered an 
enforced retirement in Istanbul. 

Sunday’s Spanish Grand Prix will see the 
Silverstone-based team introduce several 
updates to their VJM04 car, which di Resta 
hopes will see him back in the top ten. 

“The aim for the weekend is to hopefully 
get back in the points,” said the British 
rookie. “We’ve been pretty close to the top 
ten in all the races so far this season, so 
hopefully we can stay in the hunt. 

“It’s usually a race where all the teams 
bring upgrades so we will need to take a 
step forward if we want to stay in the mix. 
We evaluated a new front wing in Istanbul 
and we hope to have more steps coming 
through in the near future. 

“The team has been working hard on 
this new concept and everybody is quite 
upbeat about its race introduction, so 
that’s something to look forward to.” 

Barcelona’s Circuit de Catalunya is a 
popular winter testing venue for the FI 
teams, which means they have more data 
on the track than any other on the 
calendar. 

But in di Resta’s case, that familiarity 
does not breed contempt and he is raring 
to go this weekend. 

He said: “I’m really looking forward to 
this weekend because I probably know 
Barcelona better than any other track on 
the calendar. We did two tests there in 
the winter and I had four days in the car 
so I already feel quite well prepared. 

“In fact, it’s a track that all the drivers 
know like the back of their hand and the 
teams have so much data already.” 


Olympic ace Saunders is up next 


BOXING 

PAUL David looks set to defend his English Super 
Middleweight title against rising prospect Billy Joe 
Saunders after the British Boxing Board of Control 
[BBBofC] called for purse bids to be submitted for 
the contest. 

Northampton’s David won the belt with a seventh 
round stoppage of Tyrone Wright two-and-a-half years 
ago, but has yet to defend it due to a combination of 
proposed fights falling through and injury. 

The 2G-year-old, who was runner-up in last year’s 
Prizefighter super middleweights tournament, had 
been due for a shot at the British title in late 2010, 
then held by Paul Smith, only to see Olympic gold 
medalist James DeGale get that chance instead. 

But he has now been scheduled to face another 
former Olympian in Saunders, who fought at the 
2008 summer games in Beijing and is now 
unbeaten in his first eight contests since turning 
pro two years ago. 

The BBBofC have stipulated the proposed bout 
between David and the 21-year-old must take place 
before the end of September this year, while 
Saunders is due to face Kevin Hammond in his 
ninth paid contest this Saturday. 

David’s former amateur club, Kings Heath ABC, 
host their latest show on Friday evening at the 



Cripps Recreation Centre. There have been 1C 
bouts scheduled on the card, with at least ten of 


them featuring fighters from the host club. Sullevan 
Mason tops the bill, with the likes of Stanley 
Forskitt, unbeaten Charlie Lee, Ben Vaughan and 
the Conway brothers, Ryan and Kieron. Isus 
Williams and former ABA novice champion James 
Shelton are representing Northampton ABC. 

Northampton professionals Leonard Lothian, Liam 
Daly and British Masters light welterweight 
champion Jamie Spence, all of whom boxed for 
Kings Heath, will also be in attendance. 

Kieron Conway comes into his bout on the back 
of an impressive win over Capitol ABC’s Owen 
O’Leary in Coventry on Sunday. It was the third 
time the pair had fought, with Conway victorious on 
all three occasions. 

The club had hoped that Chantelle Cameron 
would be able to fight on the night, but her 
proposed bout has been cancelled due to her 
upcoming commitments with the England team. 

Cameron heads to Poland for the European Union 
Women Championships on Saturday, May 28, with 
the competition starting two days later. 

This year’s tournament also serves as an Olympic 
qualifier.

THERE are only seven Welsh players who have a 
Heineken Cup winners medal in their collection, 
and one of them will be playing for what could be 
the final time on Saturday afternoon in a 
SWALEC League Three promotion play-off. 

Now playing for Heol-y-Cyw, Allan Bateman is set 
to call time on an illustrious playing career that 
included winning the top prize in European club 
rugby with Northampton Saints 11 years ago. 

It is a simple love of the game that has kept 
Bateman, who earned the nickname “The Clamp”, 
due to his ferocious tackling, playing until the age 
47 and he is hoping to finish on a high when his 
current side face Garndiffaith at Penallta RFC. 

“That was a long time ago, wasn’t it?” says the 
centre, recalling that day at Twickenham when he 
helped Northampton defy the odds to edge out 
Munster 9-8 and claim their first major honour. 

“There was a great hope in the two weeks before 
the final because we had been knocked out of the 
English cup by Wasps and were struggling to make 
the top four in the league. 

“To stay in the Heineken Cup we had to go and 
lift the silverware. It was not only that because it 
was a massive thing for us as players and for our 
supporters. 

“It was a really exciting final for us on the field. It 
wasn’t a classic in terms of handling, but we 
weren’t really that sort of side. 

“I think we won the trophy on defence rather 
than attack.” 

Bateman (pictured right) believes that this will 
again be the key when the Saints clash with Lein¬ 
ster at Cardiff’s Millennium Stadium on Saturday 
evening, where both sides are aiming to lift the 
coveted trophy for the second time. 

As in 2000, Northampton’s success so far this 
season has been partly down to the strength of 
their pack, and Bateman was quick to highlight the 
strength of the front eight during his time. 

Like him, the current Northampton side contains 
two players who have experience of playing both 
rugby union and rugby league in Stephen Myler 
and Chris Ashton. 

Bateman was one of several Welsh players, along 
with the likes of Jonathan Davies, Adrian Hadley 
and John Devereux, who “went North” in the late 
1980s and early 1990s when union was still an 
amateur sport. 

A successful six-year stint in the 13-man code 
with Warrington and Australian side Cronulla 
Sharks followed before he returned to union a year 
after it was declared ‘open’ - first with Richmond 
and then Northampton when the former went 
bust. 

Bateman, who won 35 Welsh caps either side of 
his league stint, has been particularly impressed 
with Ashton, drawing comparisons with the 
England winger and one of rugby league’s greats. 

He explained: “Ashton is an outstanding player. 



He reminds me of Ellery Hanley because he is very 
direct going up field in his straight-line running, 
and because of his support play. The further into 
the back line you play - full back, winger or centre 
- the easier it is to make the transition. Playing 
nine or ten is a bit more difficult and in forwards it 
is completely different. 

“The people who play at nine or ten [in union] 
are usually the ones who would play scrum half or 
stand-off in league because they are bred to play 
the game and will be able to take those skills across 
no problem. League is fantastic for learning 
defence and angles of running. Union is more 


about support play and passing. To be able to play 
both gives you that roundedness.” 

Bateman won international honours in both 
codes, as well as representing the British and Irish 
Lions. 

Although he played in some memorable 
matches, he admitted that the Heineken Cup win 
was possibly the highlight of his career. 

“I played for Wales when we beat South Africa for 
the first time in 93 years of playing them and that 
was great for one day, but with the Heineken Cup 
it was with people you play with week in, week 
out,” he said.

BYRON Webster has set his sights firmly on 
helping Northampton Town secure 
promotion to League One next season after 
signing a two-year deal with the club. 

The central defender, who played eight 
games for the Cobblers during a loan spell at 
the end of last season, became Cary 
Johnson’s first new signing of the summer on 
Tuesday. 

And while he could have perhaps stayed at 
Championship side Doncaster Rovers, 
Webster is keen to play first team football 
and push up the leagues with Northampton. 

“[Doncaster] was a brilliant club with a 
brilliant manager and players, but at this time 
in my career I want to start playing games 
and hopefully kick on,” said the 24-year-old. 

“The manager has spoken to me and he 
doesn’t want to stay in this league. His 
ambitions are to go up into League One and 
that’s all I wanted to hear. 

“I could just pick up a wage, stay in League 
Two and plod along, but that’s not what I’m all 
about - I want to progress for myself and 
hopefully for Northampton.” 

The central defender won many admirers 
during his short stint at Sixfields in the 
season which has just ended and sufficiently 
impressed Johnson enough to bring him back 
permanently. 

However, it was not all plain sailing during 
that period, with Webster and the manager 
having a well-publicised bust-up after one 
defeat. 

But that is now water under the bridge, and 
Webster is happy to work under Johnson. 

He said: “It’s not personal with him, he does 
it to get a reaction from people. 

“I know when I’ve done something bad or 
good, and if I agree with it then no problem, 
but if I don’t I’m not a shrinking violet. 

“On the pitch I’m probably nasty 


sometimes, but it’s just because I want to 
win - the same as the manager. We’ve had a 
little ding-dong, we’ve had good times and 
bad times, but I respect what he has done as 
a manager. 

“There are a couple of players at Doncaster 
who played under him, so he has done his 
research on me and I have done my research 
on him.” 

Since he took over from Ian Sampson, 
manager Johnson has constantly talked 
about building a side capable of winning 
promotion back to the third tier of English 
football. 

Cobblers chairman David Cardoza also 
expects the side to go up in the 2011/12 
campaign, and Webster believes that is a 
realistic target. 


He does not feel they have to worry about 
any other team in the division, saying: “If you 
fear then you are not going to do well. You 
have to respect them, but not too much. 

“This league is all about consistency and 
professionalism, and you’ve had a manager 
come in who has been higher than League 
Two, so hopefully that will show. 

“If we do that then hopefully we will be 
successful.” 

Webster is the first of several summer 
signings, with Johnson targeting between ten 
and 12 new faces at the club after releasing 
many of last season’s squad. 

Last week saw Town confirm that Cuillem 
Bauza and Liam Davis will not be returning 
for next season, although the future of 
goalkeeper Chris Dunn is still undecided. 


Capel’s plans are working perfectly

BEFORE the start of the latest round of LV= 
County Championship matches yesterday, 
the Division Two table made pleasant reading 
for Northamptonshire and their supporters. 

David Capel’s men sat proudly atop of the 
standings, 12 points clear of second placed 
Middlesex having played a game more after 
another innings victory - this time against 
Cloucestershire with half a day to spare. 

While they take a break from four-day 
cricket this week before next Tuesday’s 
match at home to Leicestershire, the 
Steelbacks face a double-header of 
Clydesdale Bank 40 action as they look to 
strengthen their chances of reaching the 
semi-finals. 

Tomorrow they travel down to the Rose 
Bowl to take on Hampshire Hawks under the 
floodlights in their latest Croup B match 
before returning to the County Cround to 
host winless Scotland on Sunday. 

Northants’ fine start in the County 
Championship has been mirrored in the one- 
day competition, where they have secured 
convincing wins in their first three matches - 
something that has delighted head coach 
Capel. 

“We started off in a positive fashion and 
we’ve been going superbly in the 


Championship. I’m really pleased with that, as 
I am with winning the first three CB40 
matches,” he said. “That’s a particular highlight 
for me so far this season, given our previous 
form. We’re a quarter of the way through the 
season and things have gone nicely to plan. 

“That’s obviously what we wanted to happen 
and I’m happy we’re actually fulfilling those 
plans. We sit here looking forward to every 
game we play.” 

In both forms of the game, Northants’ 
success so far this season has been down to 
the fine work of their bowling attack and 
good work in the field, something that has 
not been lost on Capel. 

He said: “I think Chaminda [Vaas] leading the 
attack in the games he’s played, and all of the 
lads have done superbly. 

“It’s dangerous to start naming names for 
fear of forgetting someone but Jack Brooks, 
Lee Daggett and David Lucas in the last game 
[against Cloucestershire], have all done 
brilliantly. 

“Andrew Hall has bowled with the soft ball 
and used his experience to help the team in a 
difficult role, whilst James Middlebrook has 
also chipped in with a few wickets and has 
done really well with the bat down the order 
at eight or nine with a couple of hundreds - It 
all leads to a great start for the team.” 

Middlebrook already has two centuries to 


his name in first class cricket this season, 
while consistently big scoring from captain 
Hall and wicketkeeper Niall O’Brien have 
provided further strength to the middle order. 

That has proved to be the case for the

“Once the ball goes soft, we have got in and 
formed some great partnerships - record 
breaking partnerships in some cases. 

“When the second new ball comes in, the 
bowlers are tired and it’s a different game. 

“It’s great to see the middle order right 
down to nine scoring heavily - it’s been a 
tremendous team effort.”

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We have got nothing to lose 
and a Heineken Cup to gain 

Clark in call for Saints to bounce back after Tigers blow and roar to Euro glory

THE look on Calum Clark’s face after Saturday’s defeat at the 
hands of local rivals Leicester Tigers told the whole story. This 
was a man who was hurting, and clearly his Northampton 
Saints team-mates were as well. 

The 11-3 defeat in the Aviva Premiership semi-finals at Welford 
Road denied them a shot at a first-ever league title. Instead it is 
the Tigers who will be going to Twickenham in nine days time to 
face off against Saracens. 

But Northampton’s season is far from over. The fate of their 
entire campaign now rests on Saturday and the Heineken Cup 
final against Irish giants Leinster at Cardiff’s Millennium 
Stadium. 

“We’ve got to win it - that’s the most important thing. We’re 
not here to be finalists or runners-up,” said a defiant Clark in 
the wake of a bruising encounter against the Saints’ nearest and 
dearest. 

“That’s not what we’re about so we have got to get our heads 
around winning next week. 

“This week is our last game of the season. We have got noth¬ 
ing to lose and a Heineken Cup to gain, so that’s what we are 
focusing on.” 

Last weekend’s encounter was a real blood and thunder show¬ 
down that was not settled until Alesana Tuilagi’s unconverted 
try nine minutes from time. However, it will be remembered 
more for one unsavoury incident in the 32nd minute. 

Manu Tuilagi’s three-punch assault on Chris Ashton left the 
Northampton winger needing stitches to a cut above his eye. 
Incredibly referee Wayne Barnes - on the advice of his assistant 
- sin binned the pair of them despite Ashton not retaliating. 

Centre Tuilagi looks set to get his comeuppance in front of the 
RFU’s disciplinary committee. That provided little post-match 
comfort for Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder, who was in no 
doubt that he should have been shown a red card. Clark main¬ 



tained a dignified silence on the incident. Instead, the flanker 
was nursing his own battered body after a war of attrition 
that nonetheless proved to be a high quality battle. 

He said: “There was a lot of bodies flying around and 
big hits going in, and personally my body is really sore. 

“But that’s the nature of it; it’s a small pitch and a big, 
physical forward battle. We knew that was going to be 
the case and we prepared as well as we could during 
the week, but it wasn’t quite good enough. 

“There were some things that were out of our con¬ 
trol a little bit and it’s just heartbreaking to have put 
that effort in all season to not have a shot at the top. 

“You’ve got to finish high in the league to get a home 
semi and we weren’t consistent enough throughout the 
year. That’s what cost us.” 

The 20-year-old at least had the consolation of picking up the 
club’s Young Player of the Year award earlier this week, but in 
the immediate aftermath of the loss to Leicester he admitted 
he was feeling pretty low. 

By now, Clark will have refocused his energies on Saturday 
and the chance to claim the top honour in European rugby. 
Castres Olympique, Edinburgh, Cardiff Blues, Ulster and Per¬ 
pignan have all fallen to the Saints. Will Leinster be next? 

Mallinder and sidekick Dorian West were clear in their mes¬ 
sage to the team after last Saturday. “They just said that we have 
got to pick ourselves up and it’s not easy to come to Welford 
Road under any circumstances,” said Clark. “Once it slowly gets 
put into perspective by myself then I’ll pick myself up, but at 
the moment it still hurts. I’ll come back and I’ll be ready to go, 
no doubt, but it does take me a bit of time just to get things pre¬ 
pared and put them into perspective. 

“It takes me a while to get over these things because I hate los¬ 
ing so much. 

“It’s not as easy as just turning around and saying it’s going to 
be all right, even though we have got to get back on the horse as 
quickly as possible.”
